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You and the Prayer Book 


By Eric MONTIZAMBERT 


With four full centuries of life behind it the English Prayer Book stands 
before us not merely as a model of exquisite and somewhat outmoded speech, 
but more significantly as a repository of rich spiritual experience. Several 
times human need has required its revision. On the whole these changes 
have reflected the moral development and the spiritual growth of the faithful. 
Sometimes they have exhibited the timidity of the Church’s leaders. Now and 
then they have been downright unfortunate, as in 1552. Once in a while— 
as in the current Book—"“additional prayers” have been ruined by verbosity, 
and “‘sicklied o’er with the pale cast’’ of sentimentality. Still, The Book of 
Common Prayer remains as the most superb example of liturgy in the English 
tongue. It seems otherwise only when clergymen attempt to revise it, or to 
add to it, during the course of public worship as though its adequacy were 
in question. And, among our Anglican versions, the American is rivalled 
only by the Scottish and the South African liturgies. 

But the most significant characteristic of the Prayer Book is not the fact 
that it was, in 1549, the first version in English. After all, most Englishmen 
of the day were inhibited by their provincial dialects from understanding 
Cranmer’s classic speech! Its chief virtue is that, of all the world’s liturgies, it 
is “the people’s book of prayer.” As an instrument of corporate worship 
and intercession the Book is without rival. Its fixed canticles, when sung as 
the Church intends, are perfect congregational hymns. Its wealth of prayers 
exhibit the result of the age-long experience of the historic Church in meeting 
the needs of the devotional life at its best. Its sacramental provisions are 
fully adequate for the Churchman reared in the Catholic tradition, while 
they content the Evangelical whose ancestral faith is equally in and of the 
Holy Scriptures. Indeed, one has but to read the Prayer Book to discover 
the truth of the Anglican Tradition in which nothing is de fidé apart from 
the support of the Church's Bible. 

Lay people—every one of whom will own his own copy of the Prayer 
Book—will find an abiding satisfaction in the study of this guide to faith and

These comments are to be directed 
toward the general topic of the Power 
of the Prayer Book. Obviously the 
power, the influence, and the im- 
portance of such a collection of scrip- 
tural quotations, and services 
will be different for each person read- 
ing them in accordance with our 
various experiences and religious con- 
cepts. Therefore, one would be a 
litle presumptuous to attempt to speak 
or write in a collective sense for all 
men. One can gather together a few 
general ideas concerning the impor- 
tance of the Prayer Book, but such 
ideas cannot compare with the per- 
sonal and highly individual situations 
in which its power has manifested 
itself to each of us. I should like to 
mention just two ideas concerning the 
power and significance of the Prayer 
Book and ask your indulgence for 
doing so. 

Any discerning adult mind cannot 
be aware of the universe in which 
it lives without becoming aware of 
the terrible and awful presence of 
the Divinity that shapes and governs 
it. None of us can stand unmoved in 
the presence of a violent storm of 
the elements without sensing God 
being present in the darkness and 
terror. Neither can we look upon the 
simple innocence of a child or the 
first efforts of spring to declare itself 
without sensing the tender mercy of 
God. We cannot listen to a fragment 
of a Bach chorale without realizing 
the extent to which God dweiis with- 


fication of certain ideals and values 
which we attribute to the presence of 
God. We find that we know what 


presence of God. We must have some 
guide or something must give our 
ideas direction in worship and adora- 
tion. Thus we say the Sanctus or the 
Gloria. Or we sing a psalm. When 
one comes into the presence of God 
what can one say or do that will fully 
express his longing, except to borrow 
the words of David. We need such 
words, ceremonies, and prayers of 
tradition and simplicity, that will 
have meaning for all men for all times 
and in all places. And does not the 
Book of Common Prayer do this for 
each of us and the Church?

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But the Book of Prayer is not 
only a collection of devices for wor- 
shipping and glorifying God; its con- 
tents are a constant challenge to men 
and to their thinking. It is a constant 
evaluation of all that any of us are 
and what we stand for as human 
beings. Each new experience in using 
the Prayer Book is a “new and shock- 
ing evaluation” of all that we have 
been and are, and will be. In addi- 
tion we have many experiences that 
have no ing; they seem to be 
dull and our lives may slip into a 
mediocrity of taste and a lack of 
intellectual and moral discrimination 
that we become unworthy of the 
name of ‘Children of God’. The 
words of the Common Prayer grant 
us an approach to a meaning to all 
of our experiences and a restoration 
of the meaning of living so that we 
come to know of that which is eternal 
and of value. 


Matters to man; he minds what happens 
And feels he is at fault, a fallen soul 
With power to place, to explain every 
What in his world, but why he is neither 
God nor good, this guilt, his insoluable 
Final fact, infusing his private 

Nexus of needs, his noted aims with 
Incomprehensible comprehensive dread 
At not being what he knows that before 
This world was he was willed to become.” * 
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Feeling keenly that we are not all 
that God intended man should be, 
we seek direction, a sort of intel- 
lectual leadership in our efforts to 
more completely realize in our lives 
what we vaguely seem to know we 
are not and what God intended. The 
prayers, the services, the psalms, the 
gospels, and epistles are eternally 
before each of us directing us in 
becoming what we are not, in point- 
ing a way to the real purposes and 
destiny as rational self-directing crea- 
tures. In the inadequacy of our self- 
of the purposes of God embodied in 
traditional prayers, psalms, and scrip- 
tural quotations.

Jesus, SON OF MAN, by George 
S. Duncan, D.D., LL.D., D.Th., New 
York, The Macmillan Co., 1949. 


Dr. Duncan, who is Principal of 
St. Mary's College, and Regius Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Criticism in the 
University of St. Andrews, Scotland, 
is widely known through the excel- 
lence of his volume on the Epistle to 
the Galatians in the Moffatt New Tes- 
tament Commentary. His new book 
on the Gospels and the Person and 
work of Christ merits special atten- 
tion. It is written with fine scholar- 
ship combined with unusual spiritual 
insight. Dr. Duncan begins with an 
appreciative but trenchant criticism 
of modern interpretations of Jesus. 
The liberal picture he finds untrue 
to the evidence of the Gospels, which 
present Jesus as obedient to a super- 
natural mission and fulfilling a super- 
natural role. He recognizes that Jesus 
can only be understood as an eschato- 
logical figure, but rejects the con- 
sistent eschatological interpretation as 
forcing Jesus within the limits of a 
schema in which He had no interest. 
Jesus was not an apocalyptist. His 
spiritual predecessors were the pro- 
phets. Jesus’ preaching of the King- 
dom was not the announcement of a 
divine program; it was concerned 
with the creation of the People of 
God. The primary accents in Jesus’ 
teaching are spiritual and moral and 
touch man’s immediate relationship 


with God. The Kingdom of God is 
to be consummated in the future, but 
in Jesus’ teaching it was primarily 
regarded as a possibility of the pres- 
ent. “When He proclaimed to men 
the Kingdom of God He was not 
merely enunciating a theory of the 
universe or depicting an ideal order 
of society. For Jesus an indispensable 
precondition of the coming of God's 
Kingdom is that there should be a 
People who acknowledge God as 
King. Such a people He set Himself 
to bring into being”, p. 45. This is 
a necessary and valuable accent, but 
it is possibly the weakness of Dr. 
Duncan’s book that he does a little 
less than justice to the considerable 
element of futuristic eneay in 
the Gospels.

.the interpretation of Jesus. Jesus did 


not seek to conform to any historical 
figure or expectation. His interpreta- 
tion of His work and His own rela- 
tion to it sprang from a sense of im- 
mediate Sonship with God. If He 
accepted the title Messiah, He ac- 
cepted it with reluctance and made 
no public use of it. His chosen self- 
designation was Son of Man. This 
term did not derive from the apo- 
calyptists and has no relation to its 
use in the Book of Enoch, and pos- 
sibly little with its use in Daniel. It 
was more probably suggested by Eze- 
kiel where it expresses the prophet’s

Church. It has tried to obtain Army 
chapels, and finally succeeded in ob- 
taining two of them. 

The meetings are chaired by Bishop 
Block. Among the members are 
clergymen, laymen, and lay women. 
Some of them are willing to talk 
back to the chairmen. Others try to 
speed up the meetings. But the major 
purpose is to do the business of the 
Diocese. 

Because pledges were not being 
paid promptly, it was necessary to 
remind the churches that pledges 
should be paid on a monthly basis.

General Convention 
Notes 


“To promote attendance at Gen- 
eral Convention and to secure volun- 
teer help” are the responsibilities of 
the Committee on Diocesan and Inter- 
diocesan Participation, of which the 
Rev. Keppel W. Hill is chairman. 

Every member of the Episcopal 
Church, and many others as well, will 
naturally want to be in San Francisco 
for at least part of the time of Gen- 
eral Convention. To participate in the 
great services, to attend the mass 
meetings, to visit the sessions of the 
House of Bishops or the House of 
Deputies, to view the exhibits or just 
merely to wander around, will give 
one a thrill and inspiration and pride 
in the Church not otherwise possible. 
Perhaps not again in the lifetime of 
many will attendance at a General 
Convention be so convenient to peo- 
ple living on the West Coast; it is a 
privilege and opportunity none can 
afford to miss. 

But the entertainment of General 
Convention by the Diocese of Califor- 
nia is not only a privilege, it is also 
a great responsibility, and much work, 
by many people, must be done. Al- 
ready, under the genera! chairman- 
ship of the Rev. John C. Leffler, many 
scores of people are making plans. 
Their plans completed, the chairmen 
of the various committees turn to the

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‘Committee on Participation for vol- 
unteets to help. It is estimated that 
about 1,000 part time volunteer work- 
ets will be needed. (This does not 
include the personnel needed for the 
Woman's Auxiliary Triennial. ) 

Already requests have been made 
for 25 typists to help with the regis- 
tration for one day, (Monday, Sep- 
tember 26). At least 125 ushers will 
be needed for each of the great re- 
ligious setvices. The Welcoming 
Committee is asking for 100 persons 
to. serve in three hour shifts on Sep- 
tember 24, 25, and 26 to meet all 
trains, busses and airplanes. (It is 
suggested that husbands and wives 
serve together.) At least 500 choris- 
ters will be needed for the great open- 
ing and other services. An as yet 
undetermined number of persons will 
be needed to act as attendants at the 
Information Bureau, the Ticket and 
other Public Service Desks. Pages and 
messengers will also be needed for 
both the House of Bishops and the 
House of Deputies. 

The Committee on Participation is 
the general recruiting agency, but in 
each parish and mission either the 
rector (or vicar), or one appointed by 
him, should be exploring the pos- 
sibilities of recruiting as many as 
possible and report back to the Chair- 
man of the General Committee. Let- 
ters to this effect have gone out to all 
the clergy. Later, Enrollment for Serv- 
ice cards will be sent out for in- 
dividual signatures, indicating the 
type of work preferred and also the 
day and hours available. 

It is to be hoped that the other 
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dioceses. and the missionary districts 
of the 8th province will share, with 
the diocese of California, the priv- 
ilege and the responsibility of enter- 
taining the 56th General Conven- 
tion. The Committee on Participation 
includes a representative in each of 
these dioceses and districts who is 
responsible for promoting attendance 
and securing volunteer help in his 
area. 

It is a big job we all have to do; it 
is not too soon to begin working on 
it now.

The architects for the chapel, the 
firm of Higgins and Root, have 
created a very pleasing structure of 
native redwood and stucco with a 
modified California Mission theme. 

The architects have also secured 
the services of Mr. Ben Schafer, na- 
tionally known sculptor. Mr. Schafer 
is doing a free-standing redwood re- 
lief of the patron saint, for over the 
main entrance of the building. 

This entrance, an outstanding ele- 
ment of the structure, is dramatically 
designed. The double panelled doors 
ate to be flanked on either side by 
richly foliaged shrubs, box-planted. 
Immediately above the doors will be 
the free-standing relief of St. Francis, 
gift to the chapel from the women 
of St. Francis Circle. This first great 
step in the building of a new parish 
is the result of the consecrated efforts 
of Miss Schallenberger and indicative 
of the advance of the church in Cali- 
fornia.

True Sunshine Mission, 


Oakland 


Seven years ago this month, the 
first service was held in the Grace 
Lindley Memorial Parish House of 
True Sunshine Mission, Ninth and 
Madison Streets, Oakland. It was a 
wonderful change from the old house 
of Sixth Street. The new building 
gave us a large room which served 
as Chapel and Auditorium, also many 
classrooms. 

The mission has grown so rapidly 
that we are now being hampered by 
lack of room. An imperative need is 
a house for our priest. Steps have 
been taken to realize these needs and 
to meet the challenge confronting the 
mission. 


Can you picture the excitement 


when the Rev. Stephen Ko and a 
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number of his Bishop's Committee 
were invited to Bishop Block's office 
to witness the opening of bids on a 
new chapel and vicarage? We found 
that with lowering costs it could be 
done for $34,000. We have on hand 
a fund of $7,000. The National 
Church is giving us $10,000 and the 
Chinese are pledging $10,000, leav- 
ing a balance of $7,000 to be raised. 
Does this seem impossible when there 
are so many of us to help? There will 
be bonds, memorials and other ways 
of helping. Last Sunday sixteen Chi- 
nese young people pledged over 
$2,000. 

The foundations are being laid and 
the buildings are to be finished by the 
time of General Convention. 


Confirmation at 
St. Paul’s, Oakland 

On Palm Sunday, April 10, Bishop 
Block visited St. Paul’s Parish in 
order to confirm a magnificent class 
of 84 persons. This is striking evi- 
dence of the work being done by the 
rector, the Rev. Calvin Barkow, D.D., 
and his staff. During the rectorship 
of three and one-half years, Dr. Bar- 
kow has presented over 550 candi- 
dates for confirmation. 


Annual Pilgrimage to 
Prayer Book Cross 

The Prayer Book Cross Pilgrimage 
in Golden Gate Park will be on Sun- 
day, June 12th. After assembling at 
the junction of the Main Drive and 
the path east of the waterfall, the 
pilgrims will start for the Cross at 
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3:30. Last year two hundred visited 
the Cross for the first service since 
the war. Many more are expected this 
year as it marks the four hundredth 
anniversaty of the first English Book 
of Common Prayer of 1549 and the 
three hundred seventieth of its first 
use in what is now the Diocese of 
California in 1579. The brief service 
will be conducted by the Rev. Wil- 
_ bur C. Woodhams, assisted by mem- 
bers of the St. Luke’s Church choir. 
Arrangements are being completed 
by a laymen’s committee representing 
the convocations of San Francisco and 
Oakland. 


Much Activity at 
“The Center’ 


Trinity Community Center, Oak- 
land, continues to grow stronger each 
year. The women of the church are 
standing firmly behind this splendid 
East Bay project dedicated to youth 
conservation through Christian social 
service. During 1948 the Center 
served 24,000 persons of all ages, 
mostly elementary and teen agers. 
The members consist of those of all 
races and creeds. The staff is also 
inter-racial and inter-cultural. 


Music Week was again celebrated 
by the Center in suitable fashion. 
Mrs. Edward Bardsley, capable or- 
ganist of Trinity Church, played an 
organ recital on the Tuesday after- 
noon, to which the community was 
invited. On Wednesday evening, 
that unique group, the Shepherd 
Pipers, presented a recital of delight- 
ful melodies featuring the four parts. 
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There were twelve in the group who 
demonstrated the rare beauty and 
versatility of this ancient musical in- 
strument which dates back to before 
the days of Abraham. If you have 
not heard this group of young artists, 
you have missed a treat. Why not 
invite them to play sometime ? 

Summer Session will open as usual 
on July Sth and continue for six 
weeks. This is one of the Center's 
finest contributions to the local com- 
munity in keeping the children profit- 
ably occupied during the long vaca- 
tion.

Guild of the Holy Faith 
Book Notes 


Walsh, Chad.: C. §. Lewis: Apos- 
TLE TO THE SKEPTICS. Macmillan, 
1949. Probably no writer of religious 
books today has a wider audience 
than C. S. Lewis, and very few possess 
such breadth and versatility in style, 
form and treatment. The man has 
been a popular radio broadcaster, a 
novelist of distinction, a college pro- 
fessor and scholar in the field of 
mediaeval literature, a theologian of 
high attainments, and a satirist of 
first rank. He is best known, of 
course, for his SCREWTAPE LETTERS. 
In fact, Dr. Walsh says that “the ad- 
mirers of Lewis are divided into two 
gtoups: those who have read the 
LETTERS, and those who have read 
some of his other works in addition.”’ 


This book is a splendid study of 
Lewis himself and of his work. It is 
an excellent introduction to each of 
the types of writing—satire, myth, 
apologetics, and poetry—in which the 
author has excelled, and to the in- 
dividual books themselves. Most 
readers will be tempted to try some- 
thing more than SCREWTAPE. 

Most interesting to this reviewer 
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was the final chapter in which Lewis 
is related to current trends in English 
literature, and compared with Evelyn 
Waugh, Somerset Maugham, and Al- 
dous Huxley. There is no doubt that 
the literary times have changed, and 
Lewis is one of the best examples of 
the new fashion.—K.G.P. 


The Best of Studdert Kennedy. 
Harper, 1948. This selection is a 
timely addition to the series the pub- 
lishers are bringing out featuring the 
best works of some of the great 
preachers and teachers of the church. 
The anonymous editor has done a 
splendid piece of work in his selec- 
tion, and the late Archbishop Temple 
wrote the tribute which appears here 
as a foreword. 

Readers who already know Stud- 
dert Kennedy's writings will be glad 
to find so compact a volume available. 
Others need to be told how great a 
treat is in store for them. For he was 
one of the very preachers and 
teachers of the English Church, and 
a leader in the movement for social 
reform. The twenty years and more 
since his death have only served to 
make his message more apposite. 
“Given a higher otder of public 
morality and private virtue, all sorts 
of economic possibilities in reform 
open out before us; without that we 
have got to go on as we afe vefy 
largely, or grow steadily worse. You 
can only work a better system with 
better people.” 

But it is not only as a prophet of 
social righteousness that he is remem- 
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bered. He was a poet of great sensi- 
tivity and vividness, and a teacher 
who poured meaning into the dogmas 
of religion—he called them the 
“potted poetry of the faith’ —in such 
a manner as to rouse people from 
sleep. “If your creed is dull, it is dead, 
or you are dead, and cither one or the 
other of you must be made alive 
again. Either you must change your 
creed, or your creed must change you. 
That is the problem that faces us—are 
we to change the Christian creed, or is 
the Christian creed to change us?”

The title of How PsycHIATRY 
HELpPs, by Phillip Polatin and Ellen 
C. Philtine (Harpers, $3) is some- 
what deceiving. It does not go deeply 
into the theory of psychiatry, nor does 
it give detailed answers to such ques- 
tions as ““What is the theory underly- 
ing psychiatry,” “How may the lay- 
man help himself,” ‘How may the 
minister or other leader use psychiatry 
in his profession?” Instead, it is 
mainly an objective description of 
what goes on in the office of the psy- 
chiatrist and the psychoanalyst, and of 
the treatment used in mental hospitals. 
These descriptions will no doubt be 
of considerable interest to many on 
the outside. They would have been 
helped by a larger use of illustrative 
examples. The style of the book is 
uneven. A series of excellent appen- 
dices indicate what psychiatric and 
psychoanalystic resources are available 
in the 48 states and in most of the 
large cities. (Pierson Parker). 


Howard Thurman's JESUS AND THE 
DISINHERITED (Abingdon-Cokes- 
bury, $1.25) is an interpretation of 
the teachings of Jesus who speaks to 
“those who stand with their backs 
against the wall’ as himself the mem- 
ber of an oppressed group. Dr. Thur- 
man’s study of the problems of mi- 


nority groups and his proposed solu- 


tion are drawn from within one such 
group, and will certainly enlighten 
thoughtful readers. ( Anne E. Shields) 

THESE ALsO BELIEVE, by Charles 
S. Braden (Macmillan, $6), is the first 
really objective study of the cults and 
minority groups which is both schol- 
arly and readable. The natural curi- 
osity of many of us who know only 
the caricatures of these groups will be 
satisfied by Dr. Braden’s first-hand 
acquaintance with many and reliance 
on primary sources for others. The 
original contribution of the author lies 
chiefly in three long chapters on move- 
ments which have not been covered in 
any previous studies: Father Divine, 
Psychiana, and ‘‘the I Am movement.” 
Other groups include New Thought, 
Unity, Christian Science, Theosophy, 
the Liberal Catholic Church, Spiritual- 
ism, Jehovah’s Witnesses, Anglo-Is- 
rael, the Oxford Group, and Mor- 
monism. An appendix gives facts 
about eighteen other cults. It is a hard 
book to put down, for each chapter is 
fascinating to read. It is easily worth 
its relatively high price of $6 for 491 
pages. (R.C.M.)

SELVES, by Arnold H. Lowe (Harpers,
